The wife and a 19-year-old son 
were working yesterday when the 
attack occurred. A nother son, 20, 
is in the Navy. 
A fter the attack, P erkins threw 
the mallet in th* furnace. Van 
Steenberg said he did not believe 
Perkins tried to shove the victim 's 
body into the furnace although

arm s w as 
scorched from the heat of the fur­ 
nace door.

Enemy Stores On Olongapa and Grande Isles

In an amazing feat of daring, the infinitesimal air force 
of Gen. Douglas MacArthur dealt a heavy blow to Jap­ 
anese besiegers of the Philippines today although far to 
the south, on the island of Java, there was growing con­ 
cern over new Japanese gains. 
The American planes roared off from behind the de­ 
fense lines, streaked northwestward over Subic bay off 
the west coast of Luzon, and sank two big Japanese ves­ 
sels, one of 10,000 tons and the other of 8,000 tons dis­ 
placement. 
Two small Jap motor launches also were 
sent to the bottom, other small craft were damaged and 
enemy stores on the Olongapo and Grande island docks 
were blown up. 
At the same time British were making ready for a ter­ 
rific bombing offensive against Nazi Germany. 
An au­ 
thorized London spokesman said this offensive will be 
carried out with the aid of death-dealing American dive 
bombers. 
This declaration followed closely the terrific 
raid by RAP bombing planes on military objectives in the
